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Utility officials defend rate increases in Elba 


by Ferrin Cox, Publisher 


Recent increases in electric 
rates by the Elba Water and 
Electric Board have caused 
problems with many household 
budgets and thus corresponding 
complaints to city hall. 

Utility officials defend the 


_ increases as just passing on 


increases in wholesale power 
cost and other operating expens- 
es. Their position is that it 
should have been done a year 
ago. 

A quick comparison review of 
audited financials for the past 
four years show power costs to 
the. utility have definitely 
increased. 

In 2003 the Elba utility spent 
$2,318,265 for purchased 
wholesale power. This number 
increased some in 2004 to 
$2,326,719. Then in ,2005 the 
annual cost rose to $2,690,437 
and in 2006 it jumped up over a 
half million dollars and zoomed 
passed the three million dollar 
mark to $3,226,820. 

While these numbers are not 
adjusted for possible increases 
in total power purchased, there 
has ‘been no major increase in 
industrial, commercial nor resi- 
dential growth during this time 
period. There has in fact been 
some drop in activity in all three 
categories. 

The budget comparison num- 
bers can get confusing in a news

maintenance cost dropped by $ 
60,000. However these were 
more than offset by the meter 
upgrade program which was 
$362,937 in 2005 and additional 
costs are occurring each year as 
the program itself expands. This 
should be a labor cost saver in 
the long run, but initally it is 
very expensive. 

Another point made by Elba 
utility officials is that Elba rates 
have historically been lower 
than those of other: utilities. 
They cite the Elba rate of $98 
for 1000 KWH, both winter and 
summer, 

On a list of 20 utilities, 
including Alabama Power, Gulf 
Power and 18 co-ops, Elba rates 
were lower both winter and 
summer combined than any 
other utility. These numbers 
were accurate as of February 15 
of this year. 

Alabama Power had lower 
winter rates, but higher summer 
rates. The same was true for one 
unidentified co-op, The other 
co-op rates ranged from $104.60 
per 1000 KWH to $138.70 per 
1000 KWH, year round. These 
numbers did not include any 
applicable taxes, but did include 
the various fuel adjustment add 
ons for the month of February. 

Then addressing the recent 
rate increase, an actual bill to an 
Elba resident was computed at 
the previous utility, rate and the 
new rates. The results were as

Barbless hooks are

My grandmother loved to eat fish. It didn’t matter particularly 
what species it was or how it was cooked. She preferred fried, but 
baked or broiled fish was at the top of preferred meat list, too. 

The one thing that infuriated my grandmother was to watch some- 
one catch a large bass and throw it back. ‘That idiot just threw back 
enough meat to feed a family for supper” she would say. 
Grandmother would not be the darling of the catch and release fish- 
ermen_of today. 

With fishing pressure at an all time high on our waters, catch and 
release fishing insures there is enough action for all of us on the 
water. Keeping enough fish for a fish fry, especially crappie and 
blue gill, is still accepted and practiced by many of us, 

Fishermen who have released a bass hooked deep in the gullet 
know that a lot of twisting and pulling on the hook with needle nose 
pliers does nothing for the fishes chance of surviving. This is where 
barbless hooks come in, 

Research over the last'few years indicates that, it is better to 
remoye a hook rather than cut the line and leave the hook in a fish’s 
mouth. Hooks do not dissolve as fast?as Was once thought, and can 
stay.in the fish’s mouth for several months. A fish hooked deep has 
a better chance of surviving if the hook is left in place. But don’t try 
to cut the line right at the hook. Leave about a foot of line on the 
hook so enough force will be exerted on the hook to keep the hook 
shank from turning up and preventing the fish'from swallowing. 

On two different occasions I have been invited to a friends farm 
pond to check on how well the fish were growing. One trip was for 
bass and the other was for channel cat. On both occasions we 
snapped the barbs off before fishing. I do not believe using barbless 
hooks resulted in either of us. loosing a fish. On the contrary, since 
a barbless hook requires less “hook set” energy to make the hook 
penetrate the fish's mouth than a barbed one, actual hook up to 
strike ratio can increase. 

Fish hooked deep in the throat are much easier to get a barbless 
hook out of than a barbed one. Another thing about barbless hooks 
is you don’t have to grip the fish so tight to get them out. The more 
stress a fish is subjected to the less ‘its’ chance for survival after 
release. 

Don’t look for the conventional barbed hooks to disappear from 
your favorite tackle shops shelves, but more and more anglers are 
beginning to use barbless hooks. Young fishermen often have two 
things to overcome when they start fishing-baiting a hook with live 
bait, and removing a hook. A barbless hook will make the latter task 
much easier for them. |

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COFFEE COUNTY INMATE’S ESCAPE SHORT-LIVED...Coffee County Jail inmate Phillip 
Musgrove visited the county courthouse in Elba Thursday morning, March 15, for a court appointment. 
Musgrove was guided by a corrections officer as he slowly made his way on crutches. During his court 
appearance, Musgrove received a revocation of probation and according to authorities was looking at 
serving 12 years in a state prison. At approximately 10:15 a.m., after exiting the courthouse, Musgrove 
escaped custody of the corrections. officer as he suddenly threw down his crutches, kicked off his flip- 
flop shoes and fled. Coffee County Jail Administrator Richard Moss said Musgrove eluded officers for 
approximately 22 minutes as he was recaptured at 10:37 a.m. following a tip from a local citizen. 
Musgrove was found hiding under a vacant house on Simmons Street in Elba. Prior to Thursday's 
escape, Musgrove was being held at the Coffee County Jail awaiting ‘trial on a charge of robbery first 
degree and resisting arrest. Moss said Musgrove now will also will be charged with escape -first degree. 
The escape charge could result in an additional 15-99 years or life in prison and a fine up to $30,000.
